‘rom the school inspector the chair 
Man gave a brief outline of the 
work accomplished by the trustees 
and, the general condition of the 
school, in which he stated that the 
attendance was growing so rapidly 
that next spring at least two more 
rvoms would have to be added to 
aceommodate the pupils. 

A hearty vote of thanks was the: 
téndered the trustees for the e- 
cellent report and able manner in 
which the school had been conduct- 
ed, 

Mayor Tudhope in asking the 
secretary to read the financial re 
port of the Town expressed th 
hope that the ratepayers would ask 
information on uny question they 
wished end he and the councillor 
would do their best to supply it. 

Tbe financil report is also a very 
lenthy one and can be aeen at the 
Town Hall. The total reevipts were 
€55,845.92 and expenditures were 
$55,104.81, leaving a balance on 
hand of $741.11. 

The statement of the taxes shows 
that at the beginning of this year 


wgshere was iu arrears $30,293 17 and 


ef this $8,953.54 of arrears and 
$7,712.10 of current and 8. R. tax 
$121.67, a total collection of $16,- 
787.31. This leaves now outstand 

ing $13,506 86, This the mayor

Airplane For South Pole 


John L. Cope to Have Special Type 
of Machine Made for His 
Long Journey 

John L. Cope, leader and organizer 
of the British Imperial Antarctic Ex- 
Pedition, stated with regard to his 
projected flight that he was not 
merely going to fly to the pole, but 
intended to use the airplane through- 
out the six or seven years that the 
expedition would be on the ice. It 
was his intention to chart the whole 
Antarctic from the air, 

Of course, added Mr, Cope, the ma- 
chine itself would have to be of a 
very special type—capable of carry- 
ing four men and provisions for at 
least one month, While a fast ma- 
chine would be of great value, what 
was more important was climbing 
ability. The experts were convinced 
that they could design a plane which 
would accomplish the.task, One of 
the functions of the pilot would be 
to act as the eyés of the ship once 
they were in the ice. Like Comman- 
der Shackleton, he was convinced 
that an airman flying ahead of ‘the 
ship and in touch with wireless would 
be able to point out ice-free channels 
through which the ship could be navi- 
gated,

dition is Mr, Ernest Joyce, who ac- 
companied the first Scott expedition 
to the South Pole, and was a mem- 
ber of both Shackleton expeditions, 
Mr. Joyce is now on his way to Eng- 
land from Sydney, and is to serve as 
second in command to Mr. Cope,

LESSON FOR NOVEMBER 30 


JESUS TEACHES PETER TRUE 
GREATNESS 


I, Christ’s Amazing Love for His 
Own (vv. 1-3). 

Jesus was fully conscious of what 
was upon him, He knew that the 
cross with all its anguish was just 
before him. He knew that his dis- 
ciples would shamefully forsake him 
in a few hours, He knew that one of 
that number would be the instrument 
in the hands of the devil in his be- 
trayal, He knew that all things were 
in his hands; was fully conscious of 
his deity. Notwithstanding all this, 
he displayed patient and untiring 
love, He did not withdraw his love 
from them becatse of their weakness 
and the shameful failure which he 
knew would soon be made manifest. 
Il. Christ Washing His Disciples’ 

Feet (vv.’ 4-11). 

This act is symbolic of his amaz- 
ing love for his disciples. Jesus did 
not regard his hand as too holy to 
do this menial service, The true 
Christian does not allow his rank in 
society to keep him from acts of 
lowly service. 

1, Steps in this service: (1) He 
rose from supper; (2) laid aside his 
garments; (3) took a towel and gird- 
ed himself; (4) poured water into a 
basin; (5) washed his disciples’ feet; 
(6) wiped them with a towel where- 
with he was girded. These steps sym- 
bolize Christ's entire work of re- 
demption. His rising from supper re- 
presents his rising from his place of 
enjoyment in the heavenly glory; his 
laying aside his garments, his putting 
aside his vesture of majesty (Phil. 
2:7, 8); his girding himself, his tak- 
ing the form of a servant (Phil, 2:7); 
the water in the basin, his cleansing 
blood; his washing of their fect, his 
actual cleansing of men through his 
Word (John 15:3; Eph. 5:26); his 
taking his garments again, his return 
to his place and position of glory. 

2. Peter's impetuous ignorance.’ He 
goes from one extreme to another, 
It was his failure to understand the 
significance of this service that caus- 
ed him to behave so strangely. 

3. The significance of this service 
to those who participate in it, (1) 
It is a spiritual cleansing (v. 8). Fel- 
lowship with Jesus is only possible as 
we are continually cleansed from our 
sins, “He that is washed needeth not 
Save 40 wash his feet, but is clean 
every whit” (v. 10). The cleansing 
here is not the washing of regenera- 
tion, but that of sanctification, Even 
regenerate folks need the continual 


cleansing of Christ’s blood in order 
to have fellowship with him. He 
that is regenerated—washed in the 


blood of Christ, symbolized by bap- 
tism—does not need a repetition of 
the act; he only needs the cleansing 
of sanctification, symbolized by the 
washing of the feet. As we go 
through this world after regeneration 
We are contaminated by its sins. He 
is willing always to cleanse us of our 
sins if we allow him. (2) A badge 
of brotherly affection. This act show- 
ed his abandonment to the service of 
his own, This is a lesson that is 
much needed today. We need more 
and more the fulness of brotherly 
love. This love needs to be mani- 
fested so that it may be seen and re- 
alized, True love can only be prov- 
ed by the service it renders, (3) A 
proof of humility. This is a lesson 
much needed by us all. The dis- 
ciples had just been disputing as to 
who slrould be the greatest in the 
kingdom; their selfish ambition was 
expressing itself, Today, +on every 
hand, we see expressions of pride, 
vanity, and even arrogance on the 
part of those who are professed fol- 
lowers of the lowly Jesus, If the 
Son of God was not ashamed to 
stoop to lowly service his’ disciples 
should not regard it beneath their 
dignity to follow in his steps, (4) 
Equalization, As they would thus 
stoop to serve cach other in the name 
of Christ there would be sure de- 
Struction of caste among them. The 
Spirit of Christ in this service is the 
great leveler of humanity, 
III. An Example for Us (vv. 12-16), 
The disciples of the Lord are un- 
der obligation to do unto each other 
as he did unto them. ‘This obliga- 
tion rests upon his Lordship (v, 14), 
All who call him Lord in sincerity 
will obey him, To refuse to obey him 
is to put one’s self above his Lord.

On account of complaints regard- 
ing the sugar shortage, the Canadian 
Trade Commission telegraphed thir- 
teen representative boards of trade 
and wholesale grocers’ associations 
of Canada, stating that yellow sugar 
was available for immediate delivery. 
The replies have shown no evidence 
of a sugar famine, but some objec- 
tion was made to the proportion of 
yellow sugar offered. It would ap- 
pear that the problem is one of high 
living rather than high cost of liv- 
ing. 

The Canadian trade commissioners 
are convinced that the clamor for 
more sugar is due largely to people 
insisting on getting all white sugar 
to the practical exclusion of yellow.

Columbia, The question of the site 
of the mill is said to be unsettled, but 
Rossland will probably be the first 
choice,

No branch of food sree 
suffered during the war to a setae 
extent than that of poultry and eggs, 
In many countries of Europe it has al- 
‘most disappeared, while in others 
acarcity of feed and high prices and 
the closing of markets have compelled 
reductions of poultry flocks, The need 
thus created is regarded by Mr. W. A. 
Brown, chief of the Poultry Divison 
of the federal Live Stock Branch, as 
Canada’s opportunity to pave the way 
for a permanent place in the export 
trade to Great Britain. Mr. Brown 
expressed this opinion at the first 
Canadian National Poultry Confer- 
ence, held in Ottawa this year, the 
report of which has been published 
and is available at the Publications 
Branch of the Department of Agricul- 
ture at Ottawa. It was strongly 
urged at the conference that this is 
the time of co-operation. The pro. 
vinces were recommended to co-op- 
erate with the Dominion as the great 
clearing house of operations calculat- 
ed to promote the industry. The 
poultry industry was recommended as 
@ means of soldiers’ re-establishment 
by Mr, W. J. Black, Chairman of the 
Land Settlement Board. He express- 
ed the hope that he would see a small 
flock of poultry about the homes of 
every returned soldier who becomes 
settled on thé land. 


Seed Tesled Free 


The Dominion Seed Branch with 
laboratories at Ottawa, Winnipeg and 
Calgary reported over 385,000 seed 
tests for the year ending June 80th. 
The growth of seed testing in Canada 
ia indicated from the fact that only 
6,775 samples were reported in 1909. 
The great bulk of the work in our 
seed laboratories is done between 
September and June when each labor- 
atory may handle up to 200 samples 
per day. Only ten samples are test- 
ed free of charge for any farmer or 
seed merchant during the season. 
Over this number, the service is 
charged for at cost. 

Official sced testing is the basis of 
Government seed control, which in 
older European countries is rated as 
a leading Gevernmeni service to agri- 
eulture, Any country without an ef- 
ficient system of seed control soon be- 
comes the dumping ground for-infer— . 
jor seeds from other countries, and 
low-grade homegrown seeds may be 
sold to unsuspecting farmers. Our / 
system ts frequently referred to in 
other countries as being the most 
practical and efficient. Its import- 
ance is now being better appreciated 
when it is required that imported 
seeds are not released from bond until 
they are approved at the seed labora- 
tories, and when cereal grains, flax, 
cern, as well as clover and grass 
peeds, are marketed on the basis of 
fixed quality seed grade standards.

Big Lumber Deal Closed 

What is probably the biggest deal 
in the history of the lumber business 
of Manitoba has just been negotiated 
at Winnipeg.

Ko!chak Forces Victorious 


Revolution in Vladivostok Has Been 
Definitely Defeated 

Vladivostok, — The revolutionary 
movement against the Kolchak gov- 
ernment by the Social Revolutionists, 
Zemstoy group, in Vladivostok, under 
the military leadership of Gen. Gaida, 
former commander of the Czecho- 
Slovak forces on the Siberian front, 
has been put down by the government 
forces. 


Gen, Gaida, who had been wound- 
ed, was captured, The government 
forces were in complete control of 
the city. In an attack at dawn they 
administered a final defeat to the re- 
volutionary party, capturing the rail- 
road station, where the rebels had 
made their last stand. Some of the 
prisoners taken by the government 
troops already have been executed. 

The government forces were as- 
sisted in putting down the rebellion 
by Russian gunboats in the harbor. 
The allied troops in Vladivostok and 
the allied warships stationed in the 
port maintained neutrality as did the 
Czecho-Slovak forces formerly of 
Gaida’s command,. The international 
police corps in the city, however, pat- 
rolled the streets and protected the 
party of Russians and allied citizens, 

No definite figures on casualties 
were given out, The losses of the 
Gaida forces in their capture of the 
railroad station are known to have 
been six dead and ten wounded, while 
it is estimated that 100 civilians were 
either killed or wounded during the 
day's fighting.

Planned Assassinations 


Fatal Presents Were Intended for 
U.S. Government Officials 

Philadelphia. — Discovery of the 
“red” plot to slay officials with ex- 
plosive Christmas mail packages was 
announced by Superintendent of Po- 
lice James Robinson. 

Information of the plot, which he 
considered reliable, indicates it is na- 
tion-wide and directed against feder- 
al, state and city authorities who took 
part in the national roundup of radi- 
cals planning overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. Immediate steps were taken 
to prepare federal investigators, pos- 
tal authorities and police action 
against the “mail terror’ which is 
scheduled to begin operation shortly 
before and during the Christmas 
holidays. 

Evidence of the existence of a plot 
to send bombs through the mails 
under ribbons and holly was report- 
ed to Supt. Robinson by Andrew

SCHOOL IN THE HOME 


Prebieme of Homewerk and Paren'e 
> Are Diecuesed 


Parents who encourage their chili: 
Tren to carry out experiments learned 
at school, and generally to utilize tts 
knowledge gained there at home, aie 
doing w wise thing. There is, on the 
whole, too great a gulf Letween home 
life and school life, It is a oonstait 
cry, nowadays, that the children ¢o 
not learn anything at school. Aftir 
many years of what is considered tle 
best education, we find much to te 
desired in the child's equipment. Tre 
boy is often a disappointment to h's 
employer, and the mother is surprised 
to find that her daughter knows le:s 
than she knows l.erself. Ono of the 
chief reasons for this failure is to he 
found in the fact that too much is 
attempted during the child's school 
life, Another reason is that there ie 
Uttle interest of a practical nature 
takeh in the child's work at home: 

Lack of Wise Sympathy 

The cry, “Have you finished your 
lessons?” is often heard; but there 
the matter ends. The parents seldon 
take the trouble to ask, “What lessoi.s 
have you to do this evening?” ard 
the children do not often volunteer t!.e 
information. Very frequently tle 
child is stopped in his recital of tle 
day's doings at schoo. by an im 
patient request to “be quiet,” and the 
telling of the tale is never completed. 
Those who have had experience in 
teaching, know at once when there is 
any interest taken in the child's les- 
sons at home. Such children, though 
they may not be quite so bright as 
others in the class, always get on more 
rapidly, and’ have a clearer under 
standing of their work. Where a chid 
ia naturally gifted, and where at tie 
same time there is an intelligent in- 
terest taken in his work in the home, 
his progress {se made very rapidly in- 
deed. 

Happy and Bright 

The child with an uns -mpathetio 
home circle, or an apathetic or uan- 
intelligent one, luses very often the 
interest that he would otherwise have 
in his work. He feels that at hore 
it matters little or nothing how le 
gets on at school. He cannot discu a 
his work with anyone there, and |e 
cannot get help when it is wanted, 
or give information—for this last is 
never needed. We all know that @ 
fact once heard is soon forgotten. We 
know, too, that a fact heard, and then 

repeated once 0! se to off 7 Ww 
Mnger for a long time in the »-wory. 
The child icarns by teaching, anu if 
we will allow our chiliren to teach 
ue what ticy have learned at schol, 
if we will allow them to use th ir 
knowledge at home, we fall find tk at 
they make much more progress, aid 
ave far happier into the bargain. 

Some parents, on the othr ha: d, 
take, if possible, too great an intercst 
fm their children’s school life. Thay 
ask all the questicns, without wailtiug 
te be told anything. And, worse ev3n 
than this, they “drive” their offepri1g 
te such an extent, that jaded and worn, 
the children can never hope to do 
themselves or their parents credit. 


Rice Dumplings 

It was the old Creole cooke who first 
evolved that famous Creole dessert, 
rice dumplings. They are made as {l- 
lows: One-half cup of flour, three ct ps 
of ground rice, eight apples, tart aid 
not over-ripe. two quarts of mi.k, 
sugar and cinnamon, one-quarter of 
the peel of an orange and one-half of 
@ grated nutmeg. Pare the apples a‘id 
take out the cores, leaving the app'es 
whole, Take the ground cinnamon 
and sugar, mix well and fill the coves 
with this mixture. In the meantiinoe 
boli the rice in milk until it comes 
to the consistency of flour, having 
added the grated orange peel and one- 
half teaspoonful of grated nutneg and 
one-half cup of flour, ‘Take off fire 
and let cool, Then cover each apple 
with a very thick coating of the rice 
and tie eack dumpling in a cloth very 
tightly and put them in a pot of cold 
water. Bring the water to a quick 
boil and boil the apples for thr3e- 
Quarters of an hour, When done unti¢ 
the cloth and place the dumpli:.gs 
carefully on a large dish. Sprin«le 
each with a little nutmeg, put on ‘op 
of each a dot of butter, set in oven ‘or 
five or ten minutes to brown, snd 
serve with hard or cream sauce. Tl es 
are most delicious with hard sauce. 
They may be served without sett ng 
in oven, immediately after they hsva 
been taken from the water, or they 
may be served cold. 


Chicken Pudding 

Cut up chickens and stew til) ten. 
der, then take them from the gravy 
and spread on a fiat dish to cool, hav- 
ing first well seasoned them with but- 
ter, pepper and salt. Make a batter 
of 1 quart of milk, 8 cups of flour, 8 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, % tea- 
spoonful of soda, 1 teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, a little salt. Butter a 
pudding dish and put a layer of chick. 
eu at the bottom and then a cupful 
of the batter ovar it; proceed till the 
Gish fe full with the-satter forming ‘he 
prust. Bake an hour and-serve wiih
